Continue Fifth Day 


i London, June' 19—(AP)— Ger- 
many's rocket bomb assaults on 
southern England continued for 
the fifth successive day as a num- 
ber of the fire-spitting, jet-pro- 
nellcd robot planes zoomed across 
the coast "just after daybreak' 'td: 
day. 


Intermittent activity

ported over the same area during 
the night, with 
some 
resultant 


casualties and damage, though the 
attacks did not seem as heavy as 
the previous night. 


The element of newness attach- 


ed to Hitler's latest "secret weap- 
on" was wearing off rapidly, how- 
ever, and British defenses against 
these '"blind bombs" were taking 
Shape. 


All over southern England large 


reinforcements 
of 
anti-aircraft 


guns are being moved to special 
spots in efforts to explode the 
rocket bombs in the air as near 
the coast as possible. 


Good visability since the Ger- 


mans unveiled their weapon last 
Thursday has made it possible to 
pin-point the launching grounds— 
generally believed to be in tho 
Pas de Calais area. Increasingly 
heavier allied air attacks on this 
sector arc to be expected. 


Robots of Two Types 


It now appears the robots arc 


two types. 
The smaller has a 


speed of 200 to 230 miles an hour, 
while the other with larger wing 
span travels perhaps '!00 miles per 
hour and has greater explosive 
power.

life and limb, although such bonus 
pay is gu-en to paratroopers, mem- 
mbers of the Air Corps, and cicw- 
mcn of submarines. 


Legislation to boost by a maxi- 


mum of ?10 the monthly pay of 
foot-seiciicis is- under consideration 
by the committee, with war de- 
partment backing,'and may be re- 
ported to the house tomorrow. 
It 


does not provide, however, that 
the extra money be paid for the 
hazards faced by an infantryman 
but rather 
that he receive the 


bonus for becoming proficient at 
his work.

Finnish legation and the fami-

Relation!, at Low Point 


The action brought American- 


Finnish relations to their lowest 
point. It increased the probability 
of a complete break with Finland 
although the United States gov- 
ernment has thus far avoided that 
final rupture. - Two weeks ago it 
put S4 Finnish business concerns.' 
many of which respresented high 
political interests, on- the black- 
list. 


The nature of the "Inimical" ac- 


tivities charged to Procope was 
not disclosed and 
officials de- 


clined to discuss the 'accusation. 


Ever since Finland became in- 


volved in war with Russia and 
Great Britain three years ago— 
her second with Russia in this 
decade—Procope and his legation 
aids have been forbidden by the • 
state department 
to engage in

to them by reporters, but could 
not initiate statements.
